Washington, Dec. 12.—Snail-like progress of Con- 


gress while the War Department kept bickering with con- 
tractors and the labor shortage were blamed today by Ma- 
jor General Crozier, Chie'f of Ordnance, for "the serious 
delay in getting America on a war footing." General 
Crozier was the first witness before the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee investigating the whole military situ- 
ation. 


Inability to obtain appropriations from Congress 


qjiickly wasted much time in getting to work, said Gen- 
eral Crozier. He declared "we had to get $35,000,000 out 
of the $100,000,000 emergency fund granted to the Presi- 
dent to get contractors at work at filling our orders. We 
got an appropriation on June 15, and no more money un- 
til October. In the meantime we found that the program 
on which we had embarked wao not a program at all, par- 
ticularly as to artillery. Contractors refused to take 
risks in taking order sbefore Congress appropriated the 
.'noney. We were helpless.

General Crozier declared that, in spite of all delays 


encountered "we will catch up." Aid from France and 
England who furnished us with 75 millimeter guns and 
howitzers is of inestimable value and is keeping General 
Pershing's men supplied with artillery.

_ able shortage has been artillery and rifles for camps in 
this country.

Washington, Dec. 12.—Snail-like progress of Con- 


gress while the War Department kept bickering with con- 
tractors and the labor shortage were blamed today by Ma- 
jor General Crozier, Chie'f of Ordnance, for "the serious 
delay in getting America on a war footing." General 
Crozier was the first witness before the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee investigating the whole military situ- 
ation. 


Inability to obtain appropriations from Congress 


qjiickly wasted much time in getting to work, said Gen- 
eral Crozier. He declared "we had to get $35,000,000 out 
of the $100,000,000 emergency fund granted to the Presi- 
dent to get contractors at work at filling our orders. We 
got an appropriation on June 15, and no more money un- 
til October. In the meantime we found that the program 
on which we had embarked wao not a program at all, par- 
ticularly as to artillery. Contractors refused to take 
risks in taking order sbefore Congress appropriated the 
.'noney. We were helpless. 


"Bickering over prices by the War Industry Board

General Crozier declared that, in spite of all delays 


encountered "we will catch up." Aid from France and 
England who furnished us with 75 millimeter guns and 
howitzers is of inestimable value and is keeping General 
Pershing's men supplied with artillery.
